Eisner Called. a Theorist. 

Eisner’s .triumph has been very 
short-livedy Even his friends today 
acknowledge, that. he is a simple theo- 
rist, whose practical. activities “are 
‘aunt to work havoc for the German 
cause. ‘Even. Liebknecht: deserts Eis- 
nér; saying in Die Rote ‘Fahne this 
morning: 

‘* His threat of breaking off diplo- 
matic relations will probably have a 
result ‘that Eisner never intended. The 
reactionary elements in Bavaria and 
the rest of South Germany will find it 
easy. to use his threat for counter- 
revolutionary purposes.’’ 

Die Rote Fahne stands in with this 
view, ‘but. the whole of .Germany is 
thoroughly aroused over the Eisner- 
Solf controversy bécause it involves 
two. points which ought to be made 
clear as soon: as possible. 

The Spartacides and the Independent 
Socialists assert that Solf, Erzberger, 
and associates are really blocking 
peace for Germany, and that the En- 
tente would grant much easier terms 
if their places were filled by men 
whose consciousness was not burdened 
with responsibility for the war; that, 
in fact, the: Entente would not even 
insist on a German national conven- 
tion if Germany nominated only men 
of their own kind for further negotia- 
tions with the enemy. 

Eisner’s dilatory treatment of the 
national .convention question in his 
speech before the Berlin Soldiers’ and 
Workers’ Colncils' has done much to 
deepen this impression. He said that 
he was in favor of a national conven- 
tion, but wanted it delayed. 

Some’ rather hot-headed members of 
the. Soldiers’ and ‘Workers’ ‘Councils 
saw in Eisner’s words‘only a confir- 
mation of the assertion that the enemy 
aid: not care for any. national conven- 
tion, as long ashe had to deal with 
real. revolutionists, .unburdened by 
any conventions with the former ré- 
gime.

‘The Emperor then mentioned declara- 
tions of General W. A. Soukhomlinoff, 
Russian Minister of War, during the 
investigations which occurred afterward, 
which he later altered to the statement 
that he had not ordered real mobiliza- 
tion, but only readiness for mobiliza- 
tion. The Emperor, however, insisted 
on the correctness of the first declara- 
tion, according to which the Czar had 
been caused by the Kaiser to recall his 
order for mobilization. He declared that 
General Nicholas Januschkevitch, Chief 
of the ‘Russian Imperial General Staff, 
deceived the Czar,/and the order was 
carried out in spite of him. This mo-

fluences of Berlin, with their novel but 
very natural mingling of Bolshevism 
and the old régime, are very un- 
healthy, and it is quite possible that it 
may be necessary for a time to eréct 
quarantine barriers against them, but 
it is certainly not desirable, either 
from the allied or the German point 
of view, that Germany should split up 
into a number of isolated factions and 
units. 


Great Leaders Are Lacking. 


All such political questions are, 
however, of really secondary impor- 
tance just now. Germany is adrift, 
and, for the present, at any rate, the 
revolution is mafnly a_ negation. 
There is a strange, depressing empti- 
ness about the whole thing. It is 
astonishingly dull; it lacks the pict- 
uresque element. One searches in 
vain for a great leader, for an inspir- 
ing idea. The Social Democrats, who 
are on top, have no refreshing original 
ideas, no vigor or moral leadership. 
Most of them: are busily explaining 
away their old obsolete Marxian doc- 
trines and hastily drawing a veil over 
the shame of the catastrophe. 

The chief exception is Kurt Eisner, 
the energetic Jew who now rules over 
Catholic Bavaria. It is early to judge 
of Hisner’s quality as a statesman, or 
of the actual influence he possesses, 
but hitherto most of his acts have 
been marked by Wisdom and courage. 


He at least -has a clear eye for those ‘ 
moral factors which brought about 


the catastrophe. But the Bismarckian 
idea has broken down, and it is amaz- 
ing to see how deeply it has eaten 
into the spirit and soul of Germany. 
The country is like a man who has 
been living on narcotics and suddenly 
finds his morphia wrenched from him. 
The idea that the revolution was noth- 
ing but a manoeuvre to make peace 
is wrong. The political motives that 
actuated those Germans who conclud- 
ed the armistice may have been of very 
various quality, but an outward phys- 
ical revolution is really there, and po- 
tentially it has been for months past. 
It is a collapse; it is a breakdown; it 
is in itself defeat, and that is its pri- 
mary character. Whether it later be- 
comes a moral regenerating force re- 
mains to be seen. 


Strikes Present Serious Problems. 


Economic questions of organization 
and sheer existence are at present in 
the foreground. The revolution has 
had its inevitable effect on discipline. 
The strike movement has -seriously 
reduced the output of ‘coal in Silesia, 
on which German industries depend 
largely for supplies. In Berlin in- 
dustry, -despite the formal agreement 
between employers and trade unions, 
is weakened by continual disputes, re- 
sembling those during the Russian 
revolution. The employers assert their 
inability to fulfill the workmen’s de- 
mands, owing to lack of raw materials 
and fuel, while the workmen charge 
their employers with bad faith and 


call for ‘thas resolutions. ‘Strikes 
are frequent, and even those who do 
work spend. a. considerable part. of, 
their eight working | hours in political 
discussion. 

There are vast problems of demo- 
bilization to be faced. It is stated

and agita labor market: The grow- 
ing friction between soldiers and 
workmen adds to the . difficulties. 
Transport troubles are serious, ‘but 
not insuperable, while of the contra- 
dictory tements‘as to the conditions 
of the food problem it is. impossible to 
make head or tail. .For the present, 
at any rate, the problem of food is not 
acute. 

These are ui problems, and the 
measure in. which they are solved is 
the measure of what real strength 
and capacity for renewal remains in 
the German people. Political prob- 
lems are secondary. As for democ- 
racy and the Constituent Assembly, 
these are, for the. bulk of the German 
leaders, matters of cool or bitter cal- 
culation rather than of. profound in- 
ward conviction.

‘* Since Friday,’’ he says, ‘‘ Lem- 
berg has been in the hands of the 
Poles after a stubborn defense of many 


weeks by the Ruthenians and sanguin- 
ary street fights which it is said cost 
more than a thousand lives.., 

** The city presents a picture of the 
wildest destruction, especially around 
the General Post Office, which has 
been totally destroyed’ by fire, nothing 
but ruins remaining.) Not one house 
in this district; where the hottest 
fighting took place, remains Ain- 
scathed, As soon as the Poles be- 
came masters of the situation they 
systematically pillaged all Jewish 
business houses and stores. Riot and 
robbery developed into the most awful 
pogrom. ever heard of. * Within two or 
three days the Lemberg Ghetto was 
turned into heaps of smoking débris. 

“* Eye witnesses estimate that the 
Polish soldiers killed more than a 
thousand Jewish -men, .women, and 
children. Innumerable bodies are yet 
lying among the débris..- ~ 9" 

** The Polish authorities did noth- 
ing to stop the slaughter; indeed, they 
doubtless encouraged it, which ac- 
counts for the open boast of the sol- 
diers that they had permission to pil- 
lage. : 4 

“The Polish commander issued a 
statement to the effect that the Jews 
themselves had provoked ‘ regretta- 
ble reprisals ’ by the Polish soldiers by 
throwing boiling water. The authori- 
tfes, he said, had now taken meas- 
ures to protect the Jews, but the lat- 
ter must refrain from any further 
provocations. 

** This statement was the cause of 
renewed outbreaks because now the 
soldiers had it in black and white that 
the Jews were their enemies.. Even the, 
Polish officers now openly: paftici- 
pated in the plundering that continued 
in. broad daylight. They were seen 
carrying blood-smeared looted articles 
from prominent streéts. 

‘* The Poles now seek to escape —. 
sponsibility by asserting that 
rioters were mere bandits she ae 
as soldiers, but this is disproved by 
the. great number of uniformed plun- 
derers and their -correct equipment, 
with rifles and ammunition.

How Will the Rules Be Amended from 
Time to Time? pe 
THE first task is legislative in its nature. The problem is. to 
modify the conditions that lead to war. It will be quite indde- 
quate to establish courts of arbitration or of law if they ‘have to 
arbitrate or judge on the basis of the old laws and practices. 
These have proved insufficient. : : 
. It ‘is obvious that any plan ensuring national security and 
equality of economic opportunity will involve a limitation of na- 
tional sovereignty. It is here particularly that the success’ of the 
League will demand the doing of the-“unprecedented things” 


mentioned by President Wilson. States possessing ports that are | 


the natural outlet pf a hinterland occupied by another people will 
perhaps regard it as an intolerable invasion of their independence 
if their sovereignty over those ports is not absolute but limited 
by the obligation to permit of their use by a foreign and possibly 
rival people On equal terms. States possessing territories in 
Africa or Asia inhabited by populations in a backward state of 
development have generally heretofore looked for privileged and 
preferential treatment of their own industry and commerce in 
those territories. Great interests will be challenged; some sacri- 
fice of national pride demanded, and the hostility of political fac- 
tions in some countries will be aroused. 
Yet if, after the war, states are to be shut out from the sea; 
if rapidly expanding populations find themselves excluded from 


raw materials indispensable to their prosperity; if the privileges - 


and preferences enjoyed by states with overseas territories place 
the less powerful states at a disadvantage, we shall have re-estab- 
lished potent motives for that competition for political power 
which, in-the past, has been so large an element in the causation 
of war and the subjugation of weaker peoples. The ideal of the

trust it. A bold “Act of Political Faith” in the League will justif 
itself by making the League a success; but, equally, lack of faith 
will justify itself by ruining the League. : 

Just as the general acceptance of the principlés of the League 
must précéde the territorial settlement, so must it precede at- 
tempts to reduce armaments. The League should not be, in the 
first stage, a proposal to relinquish arms, but to combine them; 
it should be an agreement upon the methods by which they can 
be used in common for common security, The League of Nations 
is not an alternative to the use of force, but the organization of 
pei the end that it may be effective for our common pro- 

on. 

If nations can be brought to realize that they can in truth 
look tothe League as the main guaranty of political security and 
economic opportunity, that those things do not demand unwilling 
provintes as sources of man powér or raw-material, nor seaports 
as a condition of economic development,. then one of the main 
obstacles to the liberation of subject nationalities will have been 
removed, and the solution of the specific problems of Poland, 
Alsace-Lorraine, Bohemia, Jugoslavia, and the self-determination

Be BEER AND GERMANITY. 

Now when the mills of Gambrinus 
are shut is the time of times to ponder 
reverently this little historico-sociolog- 
ical catechism composed by our valued 
Pennsylvania contemporary The Will- 
iamsport Index: ; 

’ Do you ask what made the Germans 
such fiends incarnate? We answer— 
beer. 

Duly grateful for the deliverance of 
Americans from beer and fiendishness, 
we are still perplexed to explain why, 
tossed so long on’ seas of beer, they 
haven't become fiends incarnate, The 
Belgians, too, have been assiduous 
beer drinkers. Billions of ‘‘ bocks ’’ 
have been served on the tables of 
French cafés. For centuries the Eng- 
lish have looked on ale, their ‘‘ beer,’’ 
as a brother of beef in making them 
strong. Why doesn't beer make fiends 
of the Allies? 

It is not for us to discourse on this 
sad discrepancy in the moral returns. 
Some time, perhaps, Mr. GILBEerT K. 
CHESTERTON will write an essay cal- 
culated for the instruction of Will- 
iamsport. 











A LONG WAY TO GO. 

There are many signs that that part 
of the German people which was com- 
paratively sane before the war and 
which offers the best hope for Ger- 
many in the future is beginning to see 
light and more light. The German 
moderates—mostly middle-class demo- 
crats, it appears—are on their way 
back to a state of mind that cari be 
lived with; they nightly pitc.. their 
moving tent a day's march nearer 
home. But the road ahead of them is 
a long one, for when the Germans 
deviated from the pathway of re- 
spectability they traveled fast and far. 

A hopeful token is the establishment 
of the German Democratic Party, con- 
cerning which THEODOR Wo.trr has 
talked to The Associated Press cor- 

respondent. Its aims are ‘‘to sup- 
port the ‘republic,’’ and to furnish a 
rallying point for the middle classes 
and keep them from becoming re- 
actionaries. ‘* The party will, natur- 
** ally, oppose Bolshevism with all the 
** means at. its command.” It will ad- 
vooate the-cutting up of great estates 
for distribution among war veterans, 
but with compensation to the owners. 

This is a good start; still better is 
the decision to exclude: from leadership 
men who have been known as sup- 
porters of the military and annex- 
ationist parties, or of the unrestticted 
submarine war. Meanwhile the 
Frankfurter Zeitung, in an address to 
the returning soldiers, indicates that 
great lights have been.seen in polit- 
ical matters. ‘‘ We let the State take 
care of itself,’’ says the article. 

But in its remarks to the army the 
Frankfurter Zeitung betrays the wide 
gulf still lying between even the saner 
Germans and the rest of mankind. 
‘* When later you take your grand- 
“children on your knees and tell 
**them of the last fotir years, then 

“* you shall not be ashamed,’ it says.

“MANNING AND KILMER. RS 
ot ‘the men who went straight from 
the. editorial offices of Tas New Yor 
Times into the wear of khaki, “two 
have been killed, two of ‘the brightest 
minds that ever served ‘this newspaper. 
The first was Sergeant Jorcs. KrLMER 
of the Sunday Department, who was 
killed while performing duty of special 
danger at the battle of the Oureq in 
July. Now comes news of another, 
Major WILLIAM SINKLER MANNine of 
the Washington Bureau,’ killed only 
five days before the end of the war. 
MANNING'S work was knownto hun- 
dreds of thousands who aid not know 
his name or that he existed; for after 
being ‘a reporter in New ‘¥ork he 


wrote, for years, the news coming out} 


of the United States Senate. 

About ‘these two young men there 
hangs an odd similarity. Both were 
gentlemen to their finger-tips, of an 
almost dilettante sort of gentlehood. 
Kr.Mer was from the North, MAN- 
NinG from the South; New York and 
South Carolina were their States. Both 
seemed to be appointed for greater 


things than they were doing, and to 
‘be idling along a pathway waiting for 


a call. The moment the call came they 
answered it with a stentorian voice, 
and were transfigured. They did not 

seem to be the same men. MANNING 
thought he heard the call to Mexico 
in 1916;-and bade adieu to the Senate 
for boots and saddles. That was a 
short, strangled campaign, and he 
came home bitterly disappointed after 
his Share in the Villa hunt, resuming 
with difficulty the humdrum life; 1917 
sounded the rea} call, and this time 
there was no mistake. 

The promise of both these lives wilt- 
ed before German bullets. In MAN- 
NING’s case it is easy to see where the 
fulfillment of that. promise would 
have lain; South Carolina could not 
have dorie too much for the gallant 
representative of this fifth generation 
of soldier Mannings, whose blood has 
honored every war from the Revolu- 
tion. He was a man, too, 
distinction, with a face and figure 
meéet for it, with a heart of iron urder 
the gentlest of manners. KILMER, al- 
ready of celebrity as a poet, but capa- 
ble of vastly greater things than he 
had ever done, and needing only the 
contact with the reality of life which 
the war gave him—as his letters 
show—to rise to great heights in his 
chosen field after battle should be 
ended, had alreatty given proof of the 
promise he held out. 

MANNING, the son of a Governor, the 
scion of a notable Southern family, 
had always about him a half-grave 
insouciance which gave:character to 
his manners. He seemed to take life 
idly, and not Ao be sure that it was 
not wholly humorous; until, indeed, 
some incident crossed ‘his way that 
called for the dropping of the velvet 
glove, and then a hand of steel sprang 
forth. Rougher men, deceived by his 
manner, sometimes undervalued him 
and found it a costly mistake. There 
were cases where such men, recogniz- 
ing a master, became his friends and 
devoted admirers for life, though he 
and they continued to speak a differ- 
ent language. He had the keenest of 
wits, and a gentle humor which, when 
the chance: offered, shone unexpect- 
edly through his writings on the 
gravest subjects. As a reporter of 
national conventions, the hardest and 
yet most delicate work known to the 
newspaper business, he developed im- 
mediately what other men learn 
through long experience, the ability to 
seize instantly on the centre or cause 
of ‘every incident in the panorama 
and make it vivid to his readers. 

Of. these two brilliant men, for whom 
the future held promises so high, 
which had the harder fate, he who fell 
at the beginning‘of the American cam- 
palgn, or he who saw all of it but five 
days?~ The harder fate fell to MAN- 
NING, if we are to follow JAMES WHIT- 
coMB Ruuey’s ‘‘ Good-by, Jim °’: 
Think of him—with the war plum

A-laughin’ the news down over Jim, 
And ‘the old men, bendin’ over hitn.

THE DYE INDUSTRY. 

Some who are professionally or

new dyestuffs industry say that it is 
in. great danger.

* porary scaffolding of emergency con- 
“ struction, if it is suddenly confront- 
“ed with ‘the destructive force of un- 
“ restrained and _Mnlimited German 
“ competition, it will be faced by the 
“possibility of going down into a 
“heap of ruins.” He and others as- 
sert that the industry cannot be de- 
fefided even by a high tariff because 
prices here greatly exceed those of the 
German dyes before the war. They 
point to the British Government’s plan 
for protecting England's new industry 
of the same kind by import licenses 
designed to exclude dyes cempeting 
with the domestic product. 

There is no warrant now for such 
anxiety. The American people want 
to retain the new industry, to which is 
assigned a large part of the $387,- 
000,000 invested in the production of} 
drugs, chemicals, and dyes since the 
beginning of the war. It not~only 
satisfies the demand here for leading 
aniline dyes, but also exports them at 
the rate of $9,000,000 a year. A peace 
settlement is approaching, but the in- 
dustry is not to be “ suddenly con- 
“ fronted with the destructive force of 
“unrestrained and unlimited German 
“ competition,” Germany will not 
soon be able to make dyes for the 
American or any other foreign mar- 
ket. ‘When she does produce a’ sur- 
plus for export it may be difficult to 
find ships to carry it. The Peace Con- 
ference’s action affecting international 
trade cannot be foreseen. Great Brit- 
ain’s influence will be exerted in fa- 
vor of her license. exclusion policy, so 
far as dyes are concerned. The high 
cost of production -here may decline. }. 
In all probability our dye makers. will 
not be “menaced by foreign competi- 
tion for at least a year tocome. They 
should strive by all possible economies 
to reduce their prices, some of which 
are seven times those for which the 
German products were sold. If the 
foreign goods are éffered a year or 
two hence at prices not far from the 
old ones, it cannot be expected that 
American consumers will gladly pay 
for domestic dyes at the present rates.

New York City did 
not suffer by any means 
as severely from the re- 
cent epidemic of influ- 
enza as did several 
other American cities, notably Boston. 
Even here, however, the ravages of the 
disease were far greater than have been 
known’ to result from a similar cause 
for many years. Indeed, to find a mor- 
tality approaching that caused by this 
visitation it would be necessary to go 
back to the days when preventive medi- 
cine was in’ its infancy and — 
was regarded as the troublesome fad of 
a few absurdly timid people—to the days, 
that is, when New York had great epi- 
demics of cholera, yellow fever, and 
typhoid. : 

But the figures just presented by our 
Health Department show that the influ- 
enza claimed: at least’as many victims 
as did formerly_the maladies now called 
preventable—that now always are pre- 
vented when available knowledge is com- 
petently used. The totals given are: 
Cases of influenza, 130,606;. deaths, 
Cases of pneumonia, 19,7807] 
deaths, 10,220. If the two were com- 
bined, these totals would be: Cases, 150,- 
336, and deaths, 21,208. To unite them 
thus involves no large inaccuracy, for 
though there would have been some 
deaths from pneumonia if the influenza 
had not been preyalent, in the “large 
majority of cases this year the relation 
Between the two was very close, the one 
preparing the way for the other. 

Remembering the excitement and ter- 
tor that were caused by the recent and 
Only too well remembered epidemic of 
infantile paralysis, one cannot but feel 
renewed astonishment at the calmness 
with which the later scourge was en- 
dured. But for this calmness there were 
several reasons. Chief among them, 
probably, is the fact that infantile pa- 
ralysis in epidemic form was hitherto 
unknown to almost’ everybody, while 
pneumonia we have always with us, and 
the symptoms of influenza are so much 
like those of any severe ‘‘cold’”’ that 
they, too, were accepted as familiar and 
therefore inevitable. Moreover, the 
death ande crippling. of little children 
move the emotions more strongly than 
does’ mortality among adults, and the 
influensa’s, iweidence hardly extended 
below the age of 15 or above that of 40 
or 45. In other words, the young and 
the old were for the most part spared.

Indeed, it can hardly | be called un- 
expected that Admiral von REvTER 
should venture to complein about the 
banning of his flag on the ground that 
“it is not in keeping with the idea of 
chivalry between two honorable oppo- 
nents.’’ . Of course, by saying that he 
invited reminders of many and various 
things done by the German Navy since 
the war began—things that made any 
reference by him to chivalry and honor 
about half way between humorous and 
outrageous, But he simply cannot ap- 
preciate that fact--he ig quite without 
what the thesloplans call conviction of 
sin. 

Admiral Beatty wisely refrained from 
arguing with the German the point the 
latter had raised. Instead he was calm- 
ly told that the international law to 
which he had appealed was dea@ against 
his contention as~to his flag, and that 
the British ruling would stand.

Reports of Outrages Attributed to 
German Enemies. ; 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Today’s papers report new pogroms of 
Jews in Lemberg, where the Polish 
Army, having reconquered this city, and 
where it found the ghetto in ruins, 
supposed to have perpetrated indescrib- 
able atrocities. The news es from 
Berlin naturally. It does nét mention 
the fact that it is Ukraine which has 
always been the historic soil of pogroms, 
but attributes to Poles deeds which 
would be entirely in contradiction of the 
past tradition of their mother country. 

Similar methods to this present propa- 
ganda were adopted in 1764, when Fred- 
erick the Gréat sent into Poland Prus- 
sian agents to provoke riots between the 
Catholics and Protestants. The climax 
of this agitation took place in Thorn, 
where a large colony of Protestants was 
living, and where three such provocative 
agents assaulted a priest marching at 
the head of a procession, tore away 
from him the Holy Sacrament, and des- 
ecrated it. 

In spite of a petition for clemency ad- 
dressed by the Polish Senate to the King 
of Poland, a German at the time, these 
three offenders were executed after hav- 
Ming been duly tried and sentenced.

“HENRY WHITE. 
Peveontnttnntinmitey’ 
Qualifications Which Fit Him for 
His Place in the Peace Mission. - 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
It has seemed to me that the biograph- 


ical sketches of Mr: Henry White have 
been rather inadequate, and I think it is 


due the American people that they 
should kriow what‘very good reasons the 
President had for selecting: Mr. White to 
represent-us at the Peace Congress. 

There is no one in the United States 
who “has the exhaustive first-hand 
knowledge »of European politics and di- 
plomacy enjoyed by Mr. White. He be- 
gan his diplomatic gareer in Vienna in 
1883, and was transferred in the follow- 
ing year to London, where he remained, 
with the exception of the years. 1893-7, 
until 1905, having been. First Secretary 
of Embassy from 1897 to 1905. One 
heard far more of the First Secrétary in 
those days in London than of the Am- 
bassadors, and probably no American 
ever lived in England who had such a 
wide circle of friends among the men 
who were making history. 

He was American Ambassador to Italy 
from 1905 to 1907, and to France 1907-09, 
It was during his stay in ¥taly that he 
distinguished himself in the eyes of Eu- 
rope by his masterly domination of the 
Algeciras Conference. As Mr. White has 
always avoided the limelight, and as 
the United States has heretofore taken 
little- interest in Buropean diplomacy, 
and as he has never held office in this 
country, he is naturally far better 
known to Europeans and to Americans 
living abroad than “to the bulk’ of his 
own people. 

That his services were highly valued 
by successive Governments, however, is 
sufficiently demonstrated not only by 
his almost uninterrupted career in the 
Diplomatic Service for so many years, 
but by his appointment as Chairman of 
the American delegation to the Fourth 
Pan American Congress at Buenos 
Aires, (1910,) and as Special Ambassa- 
dor to Chile for the celebration of the 


centenary of that country’s indepen- 


dence.. He was also senior delegate 
from the United States to the Agricult- 
ural Conference in Rome in 1905, which 
resulted_in the foundation of the. Inter- 
national Institute of Agriculture in a 
capital theretofore associated in the 
American\mind with ‘ruins and art. 

There is no diplomatic wile unknown 
to Mr. White. He enjoys the respect of 
the’ diplomatists of Europe. He is, 
moreover, 4, man of distinguished ap-~ 
pearance ard manners. Good Americans 
may sniff at this last brace of qualifica- 
tions, but if they knew their Europe 
they would be profoundly grateful, for 
Huropeans are accustomed to distinction 
in their diplomats, and half the battle is 
won when they recognize an American 
plenipotentiary as one of their own kind. 
Diplomats do not look poised and distin- 
guished without a good deal of practice. 
‘I do not hesitate to brag that he was 
my choice from the first, and this with 
no detriment to the other eminent Re- 
publicans suggested. Outstanding abili- 
ties are not enough in themselves at this 
stage of the game. We need all the wits 
we ever had, plus a long experience in 
every diplomatic convolution, to sit at 
that peace table; and President Wilson 
has shown his usual far-seeing. wisdom 
in his appointment -of Henry White. 

As to his utterances regarding neu- 
trality in 1914, we are still abte to re- 
call, in spite of the terrific drama which 
has made our memories creak during 
the last four years; ‘that this was at a 


time when. we were.all trying desper- 


ately to be neutral, deferring to the ex- 
pressed wish of the President. And al- 
though Mr. White’ s daughter did marry 
a Prussian, that event occurred some 
time before the great.war; and after we 
entered in 1917 he never made any at- 
tempt to communicate with her. These 
things should be taken for granted in a 
man who has served his country with 
such devotion for so many years, and I 
feel almost apologetic for putting them 
down in bald black and white. But as 
all classes in the United States are call- 
ing for the truth, and poune but the 
truth, let it pass.

To the Béitor of The New York Timea: 

In connection with the - proposed 
League of Nations it is interesting to 
examine the proposals which the present 
Administration has laid . before the 
Latin American republics, ‘In addrese- 
ing the group of Mexican editors In ‘the 
month of June, 1918, President Wilson 
clearly: indicated that he regarded this 
proposed Pan American « t as the 
‘*kind of agreement will have to 
be the foundation of the future. life of 
the nations of the world.’’ He said: 

_ The whole family of nations will have to 
Suarantee to each nation that no nation 
shall violate its political independence or 
its territorial Integrity, That is the basis 
~—the only conceivable le ‘pasis—fo r the future 
peace of the world, and I must admit that 

I was anxious to have the States of the 
two continents of America show the way 
to the rest of the world as to how to make 
@ basis of peace. 

As printed in the press in January, 
1916, the proposed Pan American agree- 
ment comprised four: points. First,. the 
United States and all nations ‘of this 
hemisphere mutually agree to guarantee 
the territorial integrity of’ the countries 
of this hemisphere; second, all -na- 
tions agree to-maintain the’ republican 
form of government; third, all nations 
bind themselves to. submit to settlement, 
by. diplomacy, arbitration, or investigats 
|ing comrnissions; disputes of all kinds, 
linefuding boundary troubles, but not 
controversies affecting. the independence 
of each; fourth, a general .agreement 
whereby exportation of arms td. any 
but the legally constituted Governments 
of this hemisphere will be prohibited, 
and laws of neutrality adopted which 
will make it impossible for fitibustering 
expeditions to threaten or. carry on rev- 
olutions in neighboring. republics. 

Without doubt this Pan American pro- 
posal is very close’'to the plan for a 
League of Nations.’ The first proposi- 
tion is that all nations unite to preserve 
the territorial integrity of each nation 
holding membership.in the league. This 
obligates each signatory to act as soon 
as the occasion arises and not to re- 
main neutral when an international 
crime is being committed. 

The second. proposition is that the re- 
publican form of government be main- 
tained. In Latin America, perhaps, this 
is an essential. In a League of Nations 
the -membership should. essentially con- 
sist of free nations, that is, nations 
whose Government is based upon’ the 
consent of the governed. An autocratic 
Government would jeopardize the peace 
of the group of nations belonging to the 
league, The internal. government of a 
nation thus becomes a matter of. inter- 
national interest and. it should conform 
to certain standards if-it is to be ad- 
mitted*to the League of, Nations. The 
associated nations of the world must 
aim at the ‘“‘ destruction of every arbi- 
trary power anywhere that can sepa- 
rately, secretly, and of its single choice 
disturb the peace of the! world.” This 
was clearly stated by the President, in 
his Fourth of July address. 

The third proposition is that the ‘mem- 
ber nations bind themselves to submit 
their disputes to an arbitration triburial, 
or to an investigating. commission when }- 
‘such disputes cannot. be adjusted. by ai-

AMERICANS ABROAD. 


Evidence of the Best of Feeling In 
England and France. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ; 

The - Winter previous to the war I 
spent on the Bssex coast, and before 
that I had visited London many: times 


the Englishman's character and his at- 
titude toward his American. guest. I 
have always found the Briton the most 
severe critic of his own Government and 
wholly indifferent. to the criticism of 
any outsider. His attitude, at least so 
it seemed to me, was that of the New 
Yorker toward his cousin from Roch- 
ester who thinks that they do certain 
things better up-State than they do in 
the metropolis. Even toward his most 
caustic critic I have always found the 
Englishman civil, tolerant, ant unhcon- 
vine 


As a member of a mission ft was my 
good fortune to visit Great Britain last 
Spring ‘and nothing surprised or de- 
lighted me more than the changed atti- 
tude of the Englishman toward _ the 
American. So far'as he was concerned, 
any misunderstanding or lack of good- 
will which, on account of our school- 
books or the Irish question or from 
any )other cause, may have existed 
between certain Americans and Eng- 
lishmen had been swept aside—forgot- 
ten. It would not be fair to say that 
the English have met us halfway, be- 
cause they have come to their very door 
to greet us with friendly, outstretched 
hands. Our mission not only met the 
important men in London, but we tray- 
eled over--the greater part of England 
and Scotland, and at public meetings 
and in private homes met everywhere 
with as hearty and sincere a welcome as 
could possibly have been extended to us 
by the people of any nation on this 
broad earth. 


It would be idle to contend that at 
that particular moment our men and 
our monéy were not welcome but neces-\ 
sary to’ Great Britain, but I do contend 
that the welcome came from the. heart 
-as well as the head. During the last 
eighteen months the great mass of Eng- 
lishmen has met a@ class of ericans 
of whom he previously knew nothing. 
Since the United States entered the 
war our Gov ent ‘has refused to 
issue passports that class of Amer- 
ican who had fhe time and money to 
travel abroad and who spent the greater 
part of this time in telling their hosts 
how much better we do things in the 
States. However, passports were issued 
to hundreds of thousahds of American 
men and women, most of whom ‘had 
never had the leisure nor the money to 
travel for pleasure, but who found the 
time to leave their homes and faniilies 
arld professions to risk their lives-in the 
great crusade, The big men of America 
and England have always undérstood 
and appreciated each other, but it is 
only since we entered the war that the 
people of England and France have had 
the opportunity to understand the real 
Amer ican. . . ~~

Root has said: “A democracy which 
undertakes to control its own foreign - 
relitions ought to know something about 
the subject.’’ Now, this is practically 
the first experience of the American 
democracy in dealing with world af- 
fairs. If the treaty that is made is to 
be ratified. by.the United States Senate 
it must be in accord\in its large aspects 
with the prevailing sentiment of the 
American public. It therefore. is ef the 
utmost importance that this sentiment 
should be crystallized on a basis /of full + 
and accurate information. Beca See 
our relative isolation in the past the 
American people are less informed .on 
international relations than the: “people

|; Official news of the death in Paris of 
Major Willard D. Straight reached this 
country’. yesterday in the form of a 
cable. dispatch from Colonel BE. M. 
‘House to. Major Straight’s wife, who 
, Was Miss Dorothy Payne. Whitney, 
youngest daughter ofthe late William 
C. Whitney. Though the text of this 
Message was not made public, it was 
announced that Major Straight died at 
12:45 yesterday morning in the Hotel 
_ @e Crillon, where since Nov. 18 he had 
"made a gallant fight against the com- 
bined ravages of influenza and the 
pneumonia which shortly followed it. 
It.-was. just three days after he was 
stricken with influenza that the serious 
complication followed, and from. then 


* on brief: cable bulletins to this country 


had conveyed the tidings of a persist- 
ent but losing fight. Major Straight 
was attended by three physicians—Brig. 
Gen. William 8S. Thayer, before the war 
Professor of Clinical Medicine at Johns 
Hopkins University, and Drs. Kenneth 
Taylor and McLean. 


Major Straight entered the army im- 


mediately following. the entrance of 
America into the war and served in the 
Adjutant General’s Department, first at 
Governors Island and later at Fort Sill, 
the great artillery centre in Oklahoma: 
From the latter post he was called to 
Washington to undertake the organiza- 
tion and administration of War Risk 
insurance. In December, 1917, the War 
Department, recognizing his peculiar 
qualifications, because of both business 
and diplomatic achievements in foreign 
lands, sent him to France to direct the 
War Risk work with the expeditionary 
forces. 

When that work was accomplished he 
attended the General Staff College, and 
immediately upon completing his course 
was assigned to duty with combat 
troops abroad. He was on active serv- 
ice up to the time of his illness. 

Major Straight, who had a home in 
New York and another at Old West- 
bury, L. I., is survived by his wife and 
three children, Whitney Willard, 6 years 
old; Beatrice, 4, and Michael, 2. His 
family was not with him abroad, and 
it is expected the body will be brought 
to this city for burial. 

He was born in Oswego, N. Y., Jan. 
31, 1880, and his death, two months be- 
fore he would have been 39 years old, 
was regarded by a host of financial and 
diplomatic associates as a particularly 
sad and abrupt ending of a career that 
o many felt destined him within a few 
years to become one of the foremost citi- 
wens of America. Already, despite his 
comparative youth, he had come to be 

_ recognized ‘as a man of genuine ability’ 
und high character by some of the 
ablest big business men and financiers 
of this nation.

TELLS OF JEWS IN TURKEY. 


Their Future Is Now a; Pressing 
Problem, Elkus Declares. 


Abraham I. Elkus, former Ambassador 
to Turkey, discussed the situation af- 
fecting the Jewish people in the Turkish 
Empire at the annual meeting last night 
of the Society of Judaeans at the Mc- 
Alpin. His observation of conditions in 
Turkey, ‘he said; had shown that the 
Jewish people there were living under 
most discouraging prospects_ porn 
and economically. 

“The Jews in Turkey are generally 
poor, and they have a hard time of it in 
their association with the natives,’’ said 
Mr. Elkus. ‘‘ In that group of nations 


forming the Turxish Empire, the Jews 
appear as a distinctive people, living 
apart, as it were, and in their own way, 
and having little in common with the 
other nationalities.’’ 

The future of the Jews in Turkey, he 
said, was a problem that would have to 
be. settled by the readjustment of that 
country. Although it was hoped that 
someone or more of the varicus groups 
of the other nationalities would take the 
Jews in with them, nothing had yet 
been done to better their condition.

Captain Joseph Raphael Des Lamar, 


a number of important business. enter- 
prises, died yesterday morning at 9 

ock at Roosevelt Hospital of pneu- 
mOnia, which developed during _ the 
night following an operation last 
Wednesday for gall stones, Captain De 
Lamar was 75 years old and made his 
city home in a house he built some 
years: ago at 233 Medison Avenue. The 
funeral services will be held Tuesday 
morning at 11 o’clock by ‘the Rev. 
Henry Sloane Coffin, pastor of Madi- 
son Avenue Presbyterian Church. 

Born in Amsterdam, Holland, Sept. 2, 
1843,, the son of Maximilian and Jo- 
hanna Tenne De Lamar, Captain De 
Lamar spent his early life at sea, then 
became a contractor in America, and 
later a miner in the ‘West, where he 
made more than $20,000,000. As a 
sailor he visited practically every port 
in the world. Soon after he became, at 
23 years old, the master of a ship 
whose Captain had died during a voy- 
age, Captain De Lamar came to Amer- 
ica and settled as a contractor at Vine- 
yard Haven, Mass., where he took con- 
tracts for raising sunken ships. In 1872 
he raised the Charlotte, a transatlantic 
liner, 

When the gold fever struck Leadville, 
Col., in 1878, Captain De Lamar gave 
up his marine business and went West. 
After buying several claims, he went 
to Chicago and took a course in chem- 
istry and metallurgy to fit himself for 
his mining operations. Returning to the 
gold district, he purchased what became 
known as the De Lamar mines. Two 
years later he sold the property to Lon- 
don interests for $2,000,000. He was 
also an owner in the Utah Mines and 
Smelting Company. 

In 1884 he éntered politics and was 


elected to the Idaho State Senate in the]. 


same year. He soon tired of poli-. 
tics, however, and four years later 
came to New York, where he had since 
made his home except for a few years 
when he lived in Paris. He was known 
in Wall Street as ‘‘The Man of Mys- 
tery." His intimate friends said that 
he never talked much, but was uniform- 
ly successful in his transactions, and in 
1906 he was said. to have made millions 
through. the sale of one of his mines. 

Captain De Lamar was President of 
the Dome Mine Company, Porcupine, 
Canada; Vice President of the Delta 
Beet Sugar Company, Viee President of 
the International Nickel Company, a 
Director of the.American Bank Note 
Company, Coronet Phosphate Company, 
Canadian Mining and Exploration Com- 
pany, and the Manati Sugar Company. 
He was also inteccsted in the National 
Conduit and Cable Company and the 
Western Power Company of Canada. 

Captain De Lamar married Miss Nel- 
lie Sands, the daughter of a New York 
druggist, and after living here for a few 
years they went to Paris. The pair 
subsequently ‘were divorced. It was ru- 
mored both here and in Paris that they 
were to remarry, but this was denied in 
a letter which Miss Nellie V. Sands, by 
which name she was then known, wrote 
to the counsel for Captain De Lamar in 
Paris, and subset vOne cht caused to be 
published there. ne child was born to 

the union, Alice A r, who surs 
vives. She is a ‘aber of the Red 
Cross Motor Corps. 

In Miss Katherine O’Rourke 
brought suit against Captain De Lamar 
for $150,000 for breach of contract. She 
asserted that she was employed by Cap- 
tain De Lamar as assistant housekeeper 
in his country home, Pembroke, at Glen 
Cove, L. I., for life at $100 a aint, 
and that he had discharged fier. In his 
answer Captain De Lamar said that Miss 
O’Rourke was employed from month to 
month and was subject to the same reg- 
ulations as the other servants. 

Captain De Lamar entertained lavishly 
at, his country home at Glen Cove. 
Visitors from mauy countries went there 
te see his collection of plants and flow- 
ers. He had one of the finest organs 
in the country installed in his house and 
was himself an organist of abitity.

Capt. Carpenter. Tells of Religious 
Influence in British Navy. 


Captain A. S:.\B. Carpenter, who com- 
manded the..British cruiser -Vindictive 
in the dash into Zeebrugge Harbor, .en- 
gaged the harbor batteries and landed 
men in the mole while three old ships 
were sunk across; the submarine chan- 
nel, spoke yesterday. to @ large congre- 
gation in Trinity Church: : 
Captain Carpenter said “that the’ suoc- 
cess of the British Navy was-to be at- 
tributed in large measure to the morale 
of the seamen, which, he said, was 
powerfully 
influence. The religious atmosphere 
which was maintained in the British 
Navy, he said, cultivated in officers 
and men the qualities of self-sacrifice, 
sincerity, reliability, and steadfastness.
